SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 


The document for mail order entitled At Last Here You Have It is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The document for mail order is a white A4 piece of paper with black text on both sides. 
It advertises photographs for sale and a photograph developing and processing 
service. It uses sexually explicit and offensive colloquial language to titillate the reader 
and advertise the photographs. There is likely injury to persons under the age of 18 
years from the availability of the document given the use and context of this language. 

The text also includes the words “golden rain” which is a reference to urine. However, 
this reference carries insufficient weight to link it with sexual conduct although it occurs 
within the context of sexually explicit language. Therefore, the document for mail 
order does not promote or support or tend to promote or support the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) applies to this 
document for mail order. The document is classified as a restricted publication 
because it contains sexually explicit and offensive colloquial language. This restriction 
on the right to freedom of expression is both reasonable and justified, as outlined in s5 
of the NZBR Act. 
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
